“We’ve been going 24 hours a day for the 
last two weeks, and we’ve yet to fill ail our 
orders,” Clarence said, as we walked around 
the large air-conditioned building. 
“ I know this is a silly question.” I said, 
“ but how do you make a rumor?” 


“IT’S NOT HARD once you get Hie formu­ 
la,” Clarence told me. “Over here we have 
the raw facts Now you mix them with gos­ 
sip and fantasy, put them through this ma­ 
chine, and they come out a solid rumor. The 
process doesn’t take long, a matter of min­ 
utes; but iii order for a rumor to have any 
substance, it has to be kept hot. That’s what 
those burners over there are for. They can 
heat up a rumor in seconds ” 
“ Where do you get your raw materials’’ I 
asked him. 
“Mostly from bars and hairdressers. We 
have a staff that does nothing but collect bits 
and pieces of rumor material which they 
bring in at the end of the day. The ones we 
don’t use right away, we bale and store in a 
warehouse for latter use 
“For example, right now. because of pub­ 
lic demand, we’ve been working en racial 
rumors, so we’ve been storing the political 
tidbits for later on in the year, just before 
the conventions ”

Messy Campaign 


It looks more and more like a messy cam­ 
paign year, with plenty of friction and bitter 
ness inside each political party. 
Supecficiality and expeiency are the two 
characteristics noted thus far in the public ut 
terance of candidates and would-be candidates 
The tendency seems to be to say what’s thought 
to be popular rather than to spell out the truth 
about our international situation and. Indeed, 
many of the critical problems on the home 
front. 
On the Democratic side. Sen s. Robert Kenne 
dy and Eugene McCarthy are spending their 
time downgrading the Johnson administration, 
As for the Republicans, Gov. Nelson Rockefel­ 
ler has not yet expressed himself on Vietnam, 
and former vice president Richard Nixon de­ 
clares that international issues should not hi 
dealt with in a partisan way. 
So the public at the moment doesn’t know 
what would happen to American foreign policy 
if any of the persons prominent in the contest* 
for the Democratic and Republican nominations 
for the presidency should be elected to take 
ever the duties of the chief executive. 


EVEN ON other issues facing the country, 
there are no carefully defined statements from 
the Democratic aspirants which would give the 
voter an idea of what might be expected on the 
domestic side for business, for labor, for eco 
nomic expansion and. most important of all. to 
assure a balanced budget and the soundness o 
the dollar. 
The Democrats are, of course, confronted 
with an unusual situation created by President 
Johnson's announcement that he will not accep 
nomination for another term This has produced 
a state of political chaos inside the partv. 
Sen. Kennedy moved promptly to put his can­ 
didacy into high gear. While the latest Gallup 
Pole shows he is leading Vice President Hubert 
Humphrey by a few points and Sen. McCarthy 
by a decisive margin, the fact is that there is 
no administration candidate as vet. 
Mr. Humphrey has been taking his time 
about making an announcement but obviously 
wants to run He is expected to assume the role 
of defender of the administration's policies 
against Republican attack. 
As of now, however. President Johnson hasn’t 
come out in support of Mr. Humphrey as the 
party candidate. This is explained as a b e fa n ­ 
cy on the part of the President to become in­ 
volved in the preconvention campaign. 
But it surely would prove disconcerting to 
Mr. Johnson if the convention should nominate 
someone who has campaigned on a platform 
which deviates substantial from the adminis­ 
tration's position on vita! issues during the last 
five years 
Customarily it is the opposition party whirl 
carries on the attack against the incumbent ad­ 
ministration. This time, however, there Is only 
one potential candidate on the Democratic side 
—Vice President Humphrev- who seems willing 
to go down the line in defense of the Johnson 
administration. 
It may be that the strategists In th? Kennedy 
camp believe there will be ample opoortunity to 
defend administration policies once the conven­ 
tion has made its nomination. But this Is an un­ 
usual year—the presidential campaign already 
is in full swing, and never before has such 
widespread publicity been given so early to 
critics of the party in power as has been pre­ 
sented in recent months. 


BI T WHILE he may feel tempted bv the 
challenge to defend his administration at the 
polls, he is not the kind of man who would re­ 
verse himself after such an explicit announce­ 
ment as he made over the air on the night of 
Sunday. March 31. 
Undoubtedly Mr. Johnson would like to see a 
Democrat elered next fall, but he isn’t going to 
be happy if the party candidate wins the nomi­ 
nation by running to a large extent on an anti­ 
administration appeal 
There is one thing Mr Johnson could do to 
prevent this—come out in favor of Vice Presi­ 
dent Humphrey and actually make a few 
speeches In his behalf between now and the 
convention This would certainly mess things up 
for Sen. Kenneth , as he would have to take an 
opposite stand, and the party delegates at the 
convention would then have to make a definite 
choice.
